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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place \he application in condition for allowance because: The rejection of the Action of 2 Feb. 2007 is 
maintained. Chiang discloses a low-k dielectric, where low-k refers to thermal conductivity. Yan teaches the use of a porous low-k 
dielectric material (thermal conductivity and stability is discussed in paragraphs 1-7) that exhibits the pore sizes and hydrophobic 
properties as claimed, and gives motivation in paragraph 7 (small uniform pore distribution, strength to be treated by CMP, relatively 
unaffected by moisture). Regarding the argument that Chiang's material (Aerogel, Xerogel, for example) has the strength to be treated 
with CMP and would not benefit from the teachings of Yan, Yan teaches that sol-gels have some inferior properties that can be improved 
upon - not only the strength needed for CMP. but also small uniform pores that increase resistance to electrical breakdown (paragraph 4). 
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
